DISTEMPER 


By RITA SWENSON 


It is strange, but true, that the 
sweet spring months which follow on 
the heels of winter are the months one 
has to be particularly on the alert for 
distemper symptoms. This does not 
mean that distemper is a spring dis- 
ease, indeed it is NOT, but it does 
mean that at this time of the year 
cats are less resistant to the airborne 
germs. This is due to the fact that 
at the end of winter cats are starveft 
for sunshine and its ultra-violet rays 
which they cannot get through closed 
windows. The confinement of the long 
winter, the lack of exercise and fresh 
air, finds cats less physically able to 
throw off the germs when they strike. 
Thus it is that a distemper epidemic 
in early spring or late winter is apt 
to assume much greater proportions 
than had it struck in mid-summer or 
fall. 

New breeders quite often assume 
that adult cats are immune to dis- 
temper. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. Though mortality in 
adults from this cause is negligible 
compared to mortality in kittens, they 
are highly susceptible. And this ap- 
plies especially to cats that are run 
down or living under poor conditions. 
Some adult cats throw off the infec- 
tion in record time but others suffer 
for weeks and months. 

Preventing distemper, and do not 
confuse this with enteritis, means that 
one must strictly observe every rule 
of hygiene. Anything that might 
“breed” illness or lower a cat’s re- 
sistance, should be eliminated or cor- 
rected. Overcrowding, that greatest of

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all distemper allys, should be avoided 
at all costs. Too many cats in too little 
space always causes trouble. One cat, 
physically under par, can start an epi- 
demic. His poor physical condition 
renders him susceptible and his close 
association with other animals means 
that the disease will be passed on 
from one to another. One can well 
imagine the effort required to restore 
order in a cattery when most of its 
inhabitants are suffering from this 
infectious illness. DO NOT OVER- 
CROWD, but if overcrowding already 
exists, one should promptly remove 
from the presence of the others any 
cat that appears the least bit “off.”” Do 
not wait until the cat is seriously ill, 
act upon suspicion of illness, The cat- 
tery owner should be particularly care- 
ful where his bred females are con- 
cerned. Do not permit them to come in 
contact with sick or debilitated stock. 
One of the greatest tragedies of dis- 
temper is that bred females so infected 
invariably lose their kittens. To the 
casual observer, the condition in a 
light attack may not appear alarming 
—watery eyes for a few days, a hot 
nose, and then when one feels all is 
well again, the miscarriage. 

Unhealthy or insanitary conditions 
in the cattery are an open invitation 
to distemper. For this reason, if for no 
other, walls, floors, cages, pens, bed- 
ding and sanitary pans should be kept 
hospital clean. 

Quarters should be snug and draft 
free and beds deep and warm in order 
to prevent colds which would lower re- 
sistance. 

Poor physical condition should be 
prevented by feeding nourishing food 
well fortified with vitamins, especially 
A & D. Run down animals should be 
placed on special diets in order to 
build them up. 

A good germicide, such as Labcé, 
should be sprayed about once or twice 
a day, and this is especially necessary 
when a number of cats are grouped to- 
gether. If the flow of germicide is di- 
rected toward the ceiling, the falling 
mist will cleanse the air of impurities 
and unpleasant odors. In short, one 
should do all in his power to provide 
good living conditions so that his cats 
will be better equipped to repel an 
onslaught by this insidious enemy, or, 
if actually infected, to throw off the 
disease in its initial stage. 

Though distemper visits old and 
young alike, its favorite victims are 
kittens and upon them is visited the 
dsease in its most virulent form. There 
are several types of distemper, among 
them pulmonary, pharyngeal (often

PART 4—SIAMESE SECTION

Just as Mrs. Clinton Locke, Miss 
Jane Cathcart, Mme. Blanche Arral, 
Mrs. H. G. Dykhouse and Mrs. F. Y. 
Mathis and a few others carried the 
torch for the little known and seldom 
seen Siamese Cat in the early days of 
the American Cat Fancy, so were 
there others to take their places dur- 
ing the mid-Twenties and_ early 
Thirties. 

The outstanding breeder personality 
of this era was perhaps Mrs. H. E. 
Naatz of Cleveland. Others were or 
still are, Mrs. E. B. Bearden of Aldan, 
Pa., Mrs. Karl B. Norton of White 
Plains, N. Y., Mrs. Martin K. Metcalf 
of Washington, D. C., Mrs. Virginia 
Cobb of Newton, Mass., and Mr. Fred- 
erick Burton Eddy of Little Silver, N. 
J. Mr. Eddy has curtailed his interest 
in cats to the confines of his home. 

Mrs. H. E. Naatz arose to promi- 
nence in the Cat Fancy when she im- 
ported the Siamese Seal Point female, 
Imported Siamese Star Adamina, 
known as “Ducky,” from Miss C. Fish- 
er of England on July 8, 1925. Mrs. 
Naatz was the proprietress of the 
Siamese Star Cattery and two months 
after Adamina arrived, the cat was 
exhibited and won Best Cat award in 
the All Breed Show at the Michigan 
State Fair, Detroit. 

Adamina was a Seal Point and NOT 
a Blue Point, as erroneously referred 
to in some cat publications, although 
this truly great Seal did throw many 
Blue Points during her breeding 
career. 


Mrs. Naatz possessed many other 
fine Siamese including imports, nearly 
all of which carried her famous Siam- 
ese Star prefix, including Ch. Siam- 
ese Star Prince Favo and Wango-Ho 
of Storisende, the latter being judged 
Best Cat in the 1931 Siamese Specialty 
Show at New York in a field of 49 
counting cats. One of the outstanding 
Blue Points was Adamina II of Storis- 
ende, a daughter of Adamina, owned 
by Mr. Eddy. 

Mrs. Naatz did much to propagate 
the Siamese throughout the country. 
She did not hesitate to sell even her 
finest specimens. This action did much 
to build up America’s stock and en- 
able more than only a chosen few to 
obtain such exquisite animals. 

It is interesting to note that with 
the possible exception of Mrs, Vir- 
ginia Cobb, all the pioneers of the 
rip-roaring Twenties and Thirties, ob- 
tained at least part of their founda- 
tion stock directly from Mrs. Naatz 
at one time or another. Since Mrs. 
Metcalf obtained several of her 
Siamese from Siamese Star Cattery, 
and Mrs. Cobb purchased several 
Siamese from Mrs. Metcalf, it is pre- 
sumed that perhaps a slight strain 
of the Siamese Star could be includ- 
ed in the famed Newton bloodlines, al- 
though this statement has not been 
verified. 

Thus one can readily agree that 
Mrs. Naatz must be given some spe 
cial credit for the rapid rise of in- 
terest in Siamese in America. She

FUNGUS (Hot Spots) 
SKIN IRRITATION 
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SPEAKING OF CATS 


When you speak of cats, people sort 
of divide up into three groups—those 
who like them, those who don’t, and 
those who don’t care much one way or 
another; they’re just indifferent to 
them. Those who do like them are of a 
distinguished company, for the names 
of cat lovers from all ages is like a 
roll call in the Hall of Fame. We’ve 
no complete records of course, for no 
one ever bothered to keep statistics 
on household pets, or who had them, 
but enough evidence has been pre- 
served to permit us to formulate a 
general rule: The great loved cats; 
those who pretended to greatness 
didn’t. I can’t prove it, but I'll bet 
Hitler hated cats. 

It’s gratifying to see how many of 
those whose names and faces appear 
from time to time on the front page, 
are proud of the hold puss has on their 
affections. Actor James Mason, for 
instance, is seldom pictured without 
some of his varied collection, and even 
the extremely masculine Ernest Hem- 
ingway wasn’t averse to posing with 
four or five cats for a recent issue of 
Life. Photographer William Mortensen 
maintains a model cattery for his 
pets; Drew Pearson, famous column- 
ist and news commentator was proud 
to serve as Honorary National Chair- 
man of National Cat Week. Mr. Pear- 
son’s own cat is of the common var- 
iety. Ethel Barrymore’s cat appeared 
with her in a recent picture; Errol 
Flynn is usually accompanied by his 
pet Siamese. If you want more names, 
there’s Robert Ryan, Olivia DeHavi- 
land, the Humphrey Bogarts, Mary 
Astor, Paul Whiteman, Glenda Farrell 
—the list of cat lovers could be made 
almost endless. 


It’s also interesting to note that 
puss is selling almost as many varie- 
ties of merchandise today as is the 
bathing beauty, everything from Ford 
automobiles to radios, and from syn- 
thetic fabrics to railroad service. And 
each month, it seems to me, she looks 
at you from more and more magazine 
covers. 


I’m always a bit amused by those 
persons who don’t like cats, and who 
usually go out of their way to tell me 
so, as if this were an indication of 
virtue or a mark of distinction and I 
should therefore feel inferior. I don’t, 
for I think that whether we realize it 
or not, we’re all inclined to like the 
qualities we ourselves have or aspire 
to, and dislike those we have not, or 
which make us feel inferior. So, when 
someone says “I don’t like cats,” I 
consider it an unconscious confession 
that he doesn‘t like beauty, or cleanli- 
ness, or affection, or intelligence, or 
self-reliance, for the cat possesses all 
these qualities to a high degree. If 
that’s the kind of character one has, 
and he’s satisfied with it, it’s all right 
with me, but why boast of it? He 
might as well boast of being color

bigoted, or having but one 
kidney. I don’t try to convert these 
persons; if they feel that way about 
cats they’re much better off without 
one, and the cat is certainly better off 
without them. 

I’ve also met a lot of people who 
are genuinely indifferent to cats; to 
them they’re just little animals which 
are all right if you happen to care for 
them, but at best they’re a poor substi- 
tute for a dog. These people, I sus- 
pect, have never become acquainted 
with cats and nothing they’ve seen or 
heard or read has made them want 
to know them better. And here, I 
think, we cat lovers are much more 
to blame than puss herself. In our en- 
thusiasm and admiration we’ve been 
guilty of romancing a bit, and have 
placed undue emphasis on her sphinx- 
like poise, on her mysteriousness, and 
inscrutability, and surprising wisdom, 
and have laid too little stress on those 
qualities which make her such a de- 
lightful and desirable friend and 
household familiar. So, let’s debunk 
the cat a little, and see if we can’t 
win more friends for her. 

Pick up any book about cats, and 
you'll probably find in it a statement 
like this: “The origin of the cat is 
shrouded in mystery.” That’s one of 
those tricky statements whch are true 
in fact, but untrue in implication. The 
origin of man is also shrouded in mys- 
tery, whether you prefer Moses or 
Darwin; so is the origin of the pig, 
and the elephant, and the sweet 
potato. All nature is mysterious, and 
her secrets only to be surmised. So, 
when we stress the mysteriousness of 


blind, or 


the cat’s origin, we imply that this is 
true of the cat alone, and by illogical 
inference we couple “mystery” with 
the “cat,” and lo! puss becomes a 
weird, furitive creature forever a bit 
alien and incomprehensible. 

The cat does come of very ancient 
lineage. Skeletal remains, almost in- 
distinguishable from those of our mod- 
ern cats, have been found: in geologi- 


cal strata below those in which the 
earliest evidence of man has been 


found, so we know that the cat ante- 
dates man. But we don’t know just 
where along the line of his evolution 
mankind first made overtures to the 
cat tribe, and included it in his circle 
of domestic animals. Some authorities 
claim that the cat was the first animal 
to be domesticated. Personally, and 
without claiming to have any factual 
knowledge of the subject, I’m more in- 
clined to accept the order of domesti- 
cation given in Kipling’s fable “The 
Cat that Walked by Himself”: First 
the wild dog to help man hunt; then 
the wild horse to carry him from place 
to place; then the wild cow to give 
him milk, and finally the cat to catch 
the mice which lived in his cave. Prim- 
itive man was motivated more by 
necessity than sentiment, and the cat 
would have no utilitarian value for 
him until he reached that point in his 
development where his ownership of 
the horse and cow forced him to store 
grain and hay to feed them. And when 
the rats and mice came unbidden to 
the banquet, he had to take the cat 
into partnership. But puss was never 
more than a part-time member of the

ANNUAL CAT PHOTO CAUSES CONTROVERSY 


Cat lovers and cat owners are 
plagued with a problem all because of 
the Second Annual Cat Picture of the 
Year. 

The winning Picture appeared in the 
March issue of Cats Magazine and is 
reprinted with this “news story” of 
the First Annual Cat Controversy of 
1949 for the benefit of all those who 
would like to enter the conflict. 

When the March issue reached its 
subscribers, they lost no time in send- 
ing in protests of the selected Picture, 
pointing out that Cruelty was noted 
very definitely in the Photo. 

(Excerpts from a few of the protest 
letters appear in the Letters to the 
Editor column on Page 4.) 

The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette learned 
of the volley of protests and after Miss 
Edith Rosenblatt of the staff pored 
over the avalanche of mail, promptly 
featured the Picture in that news- 
paper’s Sunday edition (Circulation 
500,000 and covering Western Penn- 
sylvania, Eastern Ohio and Northern 
West Virginia). 

Then the Associated Press sent the 
Picture over its wire photo facilities 
and in several cities cat owners, cat 
lovers, SPCA officials and others were 
interviewed and asked to give their 
opinions, if the Cat Picture of the Year 
showed Cruelty on the part of the 
youngster. ‘ 

For the most part Cats Magazine 
and its publisher, who personally se- 
lected the Picture as the Best in 1948 
were protected by members of the Cat 
Fancy. The Pittsburgh Post Gazette 
asked Miss Lydia O. Cypher of Wilk- 
insburg, Pa., president of the Greater 
Pittsburgh Cat Club what she thought. 
She replied, “It’s one of the most 
adorable pictures I ever saw. That 
child certainly isn’t mistreating that 
cat, my land! That cat looks happy 
as can be.” Mr. R. A. Cable of Blaw- 
nox, Pa., secretary of the same club 
stated. “That cat isn’t suffering a 
nickel’s worth. Even if it was, it 
doesn’t have the facial muscles to en- 
able it to show pain any more than 
laughter. A kitten is a pretty tough 
animal .Their own mothers hold them 
by the scruff of the neck, and that’s a 
more sensative spot than a foreleg. 
If you had the muscularity in your 
forearms that the cats have, you could 
lick Joe Lewis with one hand behind 
you. 

One of the first surveys to be made 
about the picture was that by the 
Philadelphia Bulletin. Mrs. Otto K. 
Bauhof, secretary of the Quaker City 
Persian Society exclaimed that she 
thought the cat was having a good 
time, “The only way we can help keep 
our baby quiet is to let her play with 
a cat. We have two Persians that J 
wouldn’t want you to tease. But they’ll 
let the baby pull their whiskers, pull 
their tails, do anything with them. I 
don’t think the picture is a bad ex- 
ample.” Mrs. Girard D. Kelsey of

Aldan, Pa., revealed to the Bulletin 
reporter that “the kitten’s hind legs on 
the steps assured it against harm” and 
remarked “that it would have been 
difficult to get its picture without the 
youngster holding its paw.” 

Other Philadelphia Bulletin inter- 
views were those obtained from Mr. 
William T. Phillips, operative manager 
of the Pennsylvania S. P. C. A., who 
stated, “I didn’t see any mistreatment 
of the cat,” and Mrs. James A. Willard, 
Jr., director of visual education and 
public relations for the Women’s Penn- 
sylvania S. P. C. A., who said, “No one 
need get alarmed because the kitten 
is showing its tongue. That’s the way 
a cat shows its appreciation. It is a 
good picture.” 

The Cat Picture of the Year is the 
work of Alfred M. Lant of Kalamazoo, 
Mich. The youngster is Alan Richard 
Lant, two years of age at the time. 
The kitten is “Fluffy,” 14 weeks old 
when the picture was taken. Fluffy 
is a Red persian and is owned by a 
five-year-old neighbor girl, Judy Nutt. 
The picture was originally part of an 
orignal Christmas greeting card of the 
Lants. Later Mrs. Lant submitted the 
photo in the contest sponsored by the 
Glendale Knitting Corporation of Per- 
ry, N. Y. It won first prize of $1,000.

ciated at the second specialty show 
staged by the organization at Detroit 
in 1930. 

Mr. Eddy, in addition 
outstanding figure in Siamese breed- 
ing and showing, is best known as 
the author of the article, “The Pan- 
ther of the Hearth,” published in 
the November 1938 issue of The Na- 
tonal Geographic Magazine, complete 
with colored photographs of nearly 
every known Breed of cat.

family; she alone retained her inde- 
pendence and aloofness, and the self- 
sufficiency she shows today. Her pri- 
vate life has ever been secret and noc- 
turnal and apart from man, and where 
man’s knowledge ends, superstition 
begins. Consequently, we have the in- 
evitable association of cats and 
witches, and the belief that cats can 
see in the dark, and sometimes mate 
with rabbits, and will steal a baby’s 
breath if given half a chance. And 
everybody knows that a black cat 
crossing one’s path is a sure sign of 
bad luck, and we'd better touch wood, 
or rub our rabbit’s foot, or do some- 
thing in a hurry to avert it. 

I think, too that we've been unfair 
to our domestic cats in placing so 
much emphasis on the “fancy” breeds: 
they’re the darlings of every show, and 
have been pampered, and glorified, 
and photographed so much that the 
average person who has been drawn 
into the circle by his love for cats, 
soon finds himself ill at ease, and ex- 
plaining apologetically that his is 
only a common cat. And that dis- 
paraging term “alley cat”! Can’t we 
realize that this name places a stigma 
upon us, and not the cat? Puss isn’t 
an alley cat by her own choice; she 
has no more love for the garbage can, 
and the cold door step, and the word 
of contempt than we have. Of course, 
there’s an aura of romance and 
glamour about the Persians, and 
Siamese, and Abyssinians which our 
domestic cats lack, for familiarity is 
ever the death of illusion, but does 
that make our own cats any less 
worthy of love and respect and a seat 
on the satin cushion? I don’t think 
so; basically, cats are cats, and in 
essential qualities all are much alike. 
The differences between breed and 
breed are superficial, and should be 
a matter for individual preference, not 
made the basis for a snobbish dis- 
tinction which puss herself ignores at 
every opportunity.

mistaken for strep throat due to the 
ulcerous condition of the mouth) and 
catarrhal. The latter, because it is the 
most common form, is the one with 
which we shall concern ourselves. 
Though considered less severe than 
some of the other types of distemper, 
mortality is high in kittens and blinda- 
ness a common aftermath. Too, if not 
promptly treated, catarrhal distemper, 
often is the forerunner of other, more 
severe types. 

A kitten coming down with dis- 
temer looks very much as though it 
might be suffering from a little cold. 
However, as the infection advances, 
the watery eyes, usually the first sign, 
become red and swollen and the tissues 
of the inner lids raw and pulpy look- 
ing. The water running from the eyes 
is gradually replaced by a purrulent 
yellow material and this material also 
clogs the nasal passages resulting in 
extreme difficulty in breathing. The 
kitten sneezes frequently to clear the 
nostrils, shivers with cold and is alto- 
gether a pitiable sight. Appetite is 
poor and in cases where the patient 
will eat, the bowel movements often 
are liquid and foul. 


Further progress in the disease finds 
the eyes swollen to a point where the 
opening is a mere slit, and the eye 
ball so protruding it appears ready to 
fall out of its socket. This extreme 
condition is due to the pressure of the 
pussy material behind the eyeball 
and at this stage the infection is very 
apt to work into the eye itself, caus- 
ing blindness. One can definitely de- 
termine when blindness occurs in one 
or both eyes for the herald is a cord 
like lump which fastens itself on the 
pupil. This lump falls off after a per- 
iod of time leaving the eye cloudy and 
sightless. A kitten may recover its 
strength and health after this point 
has been reached and it may not, de- 
pending entirely upon the nursing, 
treatment and stamina of the victim. 
Purposely a grim picture of distemper 
has been drawn. It is an evil disease 
and one no one should tolerate any 
longer than he must. Though one may 
feel he is helpless against the ravages

of distemper, actually there are a 
number of things one may do to nip 
the disease in the bud or to prevent it 
from striking in the first place. 


The first consideration in a dis- 
temper attack, whether the victim is a 
kitten or an adult, is to administer a 
good dose of anti-infection serum. 
Serum is the ONLY treatment I know 
of that will effectively go to work 
against this type of infection. Since it 
produces no reaction, it is safe to give 
to kits of all ages, and I mean this lit- 
erally. One year, due to the distemper 
epidemic in the town, all my baby kits 
were injected with serum as soon as 
their eyes were open. The serum was 
introduced through the skin at the in- 
side of the back legs, rather than at 
the shoulder. Fourteen kits were taken 
care of in this way, the dosage slight- 
ly increased at the end of each ten- 
day protective period. During this epi- 
demic a number of kittens died, but 
my own weathered the storm beauti- 
fully. 

Serum, then, is the first step in cur- 
ing a distemper victim or in protecting 
a kitten against infection after ex- 
posure or in time of epidemic. The 
beneficial effect of serum is felt with- 
in 24 hours after the injection is ad- 
ministered and remains in force about 
ten days. At four mos. of age, healthy 
kittens can be successfully immunized 
against distemper by giving two shots 
of distemper vaccine ten days apart. 
However, vaccine is not recommended 
for very young kits, serum is much 
better. Sometimes kittens develop a 
reaction to distemper vaccine but this 
may be overcome by giving a shot of 
serum as soon as one notices the kit 
is not doing well. My Abyssinian male 
suffered a severe reaction to vaccine 
when he was immunized but serum 
put him back on his feet again. 

One should never attempt to immun- 
ize kittens or adults unless they are in 
good health. To give vaccine to ani- 
mals already suffering from distemper 
is to aggravate the condition. It is bet- 
ter to wait until they are in first rate 
condition and so better able to absorb 
the benefits of the treatment. One 
should always remember that vac- 
cine and serum are very different in 
action. Vaccine immunizes, serum 
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cures or serves as a temporary protec- 
tion. 


The distemper patient should be 
kept in a warm, sunny place, tempted 
with delicacies such as egg and milk, 
chicken, fish, choice bits of meat, etc. 
He should be provided with blankets 
to sleep on and these should be 
changed often. Since the patient is 
very apt to rub his eyes and nose fre- 
quently, his front legs should be kept 
clean of the yellow material which is 
bound to adhere to them. In case of 
loose bowels, the extremities should 
be dusted with powder to keep them 
dry and clean. The eyes, and this is 
most important if one hope sto avoid 
blindness, should be washed frequent- 
ly with warm boric acid solution, care- 
fully wiping away the secretions. The 
eyes should then me anointed with 
penicillin ointment which will reduce 
the pressure in back of the eyeball. 
Even in extreme cases the penicillin 
treatment works wonders a day after 
the first treatment the eye noticeably 
receding back into the socket. 


If deemed advisable, young stock 
reaching full maturity (about two 
years) may be given a booster shot of 
vaccine. 


Thus far nothing has been said 
about fresh air and sunshine. It is as- 
sumed everyone realizes their value 
in keeping strong animals strong and 
in restoring sick ones to a state of 
health. Whenever possible, windows in 
the cattery should be thrown open to 
permit a complete change of air and 
give the stock the benefit of the sun’s 
direct rays. Even in winter windows 
may be opened providing suitable pre- 
cautions are taken. Naturally one 
should not expose his cats to cold and 
drafts, so it is suggested that on cold 
days the cats be placed in carriéfs or 
covered cages for a few minutes in 
order to permit fresh air to circulate. 


In recent years the bacterial lamp 
has proven its worth as a germ fight- 
er. Catteries frequently visited by dis- 
temper should benefit by the addition 
of one or more of them. Bacterial 
lamps are economical to operate so 
the cost, beyond the original outlay, is 
slight. 

The school of experience is a costly 
institution. It is hoped the above ma- 
terial will cast a little light on the 
path of the inexperienced, making it 
unnecessary for him to grope about 
in total darkness for a solution to his 
distemper problem. 


The Associated Press recently re- 
ported in a dispatch from St. Louis 
that a large black tomcat got its head 
stuck in an empty salmon can, and 
aroused a whole neighborhood with 
tinny, unearthly sounds of anguish. 
Among other things the “canned” cat 
climbed a tree and fell out. After 
police gave up, and called the Hv- 
mane Society, one of its men removed 
the can and took the suffering stray to 
the society shelter to recuperate. 


There it had salmon for lunch.
